Northern Humboldt 


The bicycle-friendly Papa Wheelies 
(1584 Reasor Road) rolled into McKin- 
leyville with a largely local and organic 
menu in a little pub. Word is Humboldt 
grassfed beef burgers are the way to go 
when you visit, along with the rotating 
homemade soups. 


Arcata 


Arcata is home to a handful of new 
eateries, a couple of which are on wheels. 
Redwood Curtain Brewery patrons are 
now lining up for breaded fish and chips, 
fish tacos and ceviche from the shiny, red 
Loco Fish Co. truck parked there (550 
G St.). By the time you walk from there 
to 10th and G streets where the new Los 
Giles Taqueria truck is parked (1033 G 
St.), you might have room for some car- 
nitas or even a hefty burrito. (Get a peek 
inside the operation on page 25.) And for 


the commuter set, Jitterbean has ex- 
panded its empire with an Arcata drive- 
through spot (4950 Valley West Blvd.). 

The much loved Taco Faktory truck 
has found itself a kitchen at The Griffin 
(937 10th St.), which has taken up resi- 
dency in the former Robert Goodman 
space, serving cocktails and wine as well 
as Taco Faktory’s Korean barbecue-style 
tacos and other Asian/Latin fusion fare. 
Over in Northtown, Savory Grill & Café 
(1504 G St.) is serving an eclectic menu 
from chicken and waffles at brunch to 
duck breast and bubbling molcajete at 
dinner. 


Eureka 

Fans of San Diego-style Mexican food 
have found a solid source for asada bur- 
ritos in Raliberto’s Taco Shop (1039 
Fourth St.). The offshoot of the cult 


Crescent City joint is housed in that little 
faux log cabin — it’s been painted bright 
yellow, so you can’t miss it. Another lo- 
cation with plenty of turnover that looks 
like it might just stick this time is the 
spot where 101 Barbecue Steakhouse 
(1134 Fifth St.) has fired up its grills for 
its meaty menu, along with wings and 
cedar plank salmon. Close enough to 
smell the smoke is a new location for 
Sammy’s BBQ (1709 Fifth St.) with its 
Hawaiian kalua pork, teriyaki chicken 
and even whole roasted pig if you need 
serious catering. The original King Salm- 
on location is still closed for now but, ac- 
cording to the staff, not forever. 

The Henderson Center neighbor- 
hood saw Zoé come and go, and a new 
branch of Old Town Coffee and Choc- 
olates (502 Henderson St.) open to keep 
the coffee flowing in the former Corner 
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Bubbling Molcajete at Savory Grill & Café. PHOTO BY JONATHAN WEBSTER

Café/Vellutini space. Meanwhile, the 
long awaited Diver Bar and Grill (2830 
F St.) is turning out wood-fired pizzas, 
sandwiches and burgers just down the 
block. 

The waterfront watering hole Bar-Fly 
Pub and Grub transformed (back) into 
the Vista Del Mar (91 Commercial St.), 
as the spot was formerly known, with 
fish and chips, paninis and soon a bevy 
of mac and cheese options. (Fear not — 
while the deep fried menu is scaled back, 
the Oreos remain.) 

Likewise, the Humboldt Cider Co. 
Tap Room (517 F St.) set up to sell 
the fruits of its labors before we had a 
chance to pour one out for its cousin the 
Local Beer Bar, which it replaced. We’re 
still reeling from the loss of the burned 
down El Pueblo Market, with its walls of 
Mexican breads and pastries, but the Ta- 
cos El Pueblo truck (2616 Broadway) is 
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feeding our feelings plenty of soft tacos, 
burritos and spiced mango fruit cups. 

The brunch crowd will be happy to 
hear the Cutten Chalet (3980 Walnut 
Drive) has opened with the same break- 
fast and lunch menu as the original Cha- 
let House of Omelettes. Keep a weath- 
er eye out for later hours and a dinner 
menu on the horizon. 

The owners of Humboldt Bay Provi- 
sions (the re-launched Humboldt Bay 
Tourism Center) are set to open the 
doors on the Humboldt Bay Social 
Club (900 New Navy Base Road, Samoa). 
It’s a boutique hotel but with a bar and 
picnic area that will be open to the pub- 
lic for DIY oyster grilling in mid-June. 


Eel River Valley 


Down in Ferndale, Farmhouse on Main 
(460 Main St.) has moved in where Cur- 
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ley’s Full Circle was. There you'll find 
country accented stuffed pork loin and 
pastas, bread pudding and creme brilée. 

Also deep in dairy country, Loleta 
Cheese Factory, under new ownership 
as Artisan Cheese Factory, opened its 
grilled cheese bar Queso Kings (252 Lo- 
leta Drive, Loleta) this past year. Belly 
up for grilled cheese sandwiches with 
everything from pulled pork to jam right 
where the cheese is made.

Humboldt’s eclectic 
barbecue scene

ext time youre feeling particularly carnivorous 
N and hankering for some smoky, charred beef, 
swine or even chicken, check out these local fa- 
vorites — new and old — where you can get your meat on. 
The barbecue scene in Humboldt is a mixed-bag of 
cooking methods and meats. In our county you'll find re- 
gionally influenced classics like Kansas City-style burnt 
ends, Texas-style brisket, West Coast Santa Maria tri-tip, 
Carolina pulled pork, Southern ribs and even Polynesian 
kalua pulled pork. If you’re salivating by now, read on to 
find out where you can get your fix. 


Humboldt Smokehouse 


Since opening its doors in 2014, Humboldt Smokehouse 
(310 Fifth St., Eureka) has quickly become a local favor- 
ite, winning best barbecue awards. The kitchen serves up 
tender meat with spot-on smoky notes and seasoning. So 
good, in fact, that sauce can be skipped altogether (gasp!). 
Owner Dave Isaacs credits HSH’s success to sourcing se- 
lect meats and cuing low-and-slow with mesquite, hickory 
or apple wood in their offset smokers. The burnt ends — 
fatty beef tips cooked to perfection with a charred exterior 
and tender inside — are a must. Those nuggets are an un- 
usual offering in these parts but a menu staple in Kansas 
City barbecue joints, where they allegedly originated. The 
brisket at Humboldt Smokehouse is also dandy, fork ten- 
der with a nice crust. The pulled pork and chicken are also 
smoky, reliable options. Enjoy meats by the pound ($16.99 
- $19.99), stuffed in a sandwich ($9.99) or burrito ($9.99 - 
$11.99), atop of mac-n-cheese ($6.99 -$12.99) or in a meat 
box (one, two or three meats plus two sides $9.99 - $19.99). 
The from-scratch baked beans and red potato salad are par- 
ticularly noteworthy sides. There are also five house-made 
sauce options from traditional to a tangy mustard sauce. 


Southside Mike’s BBQ 


Southside Mike’s BBQ food truck hit the streets in Feb- 
ruary of 2017. Owner Mike Ross, who hails from Chicago, 
is no stranger to Humboldt’s barbecue scene. He’s been 
competing and taking honors at local competitions for al- 
most a decade, firing up Southern style, pit barbecue. He’s 
upgraded from the pit and tent to a fancy 22-foot-long food 
truck where he sells, arguably, some of the best tri-tip in 
Humboldt. Other delectable regular menu items include 
the tender pork ribs, the smoky mac-n-cheese made with 
four cheeses and the apple coleslaw. The slaw is on the 
mark. It’s bright and crisp with cabbage, finely diced apples, 
shredded carrots and a hint of coriander. Ross’ cooking and 
flavors is a testament to his Southern/soul food roots with 
a few twists to balance salty, sweet and spicy. Customers 
can order meats with or without sauce in a hefty sandwich 
($11) or as a plate ($11 to $14). The mac-n-cheese topped 
with tri-tip ($9) is a customer favorite. The truck is on the 
streets (mostly Eureka) four days a week. Find his schedule 
and location on Southside Mike’s BBQ’s Facebook page. 

(Speaking of mobile barbecue — in case you’re wonder- 
ing why local favorite Wild Oaks Grill, a.k.a. The Tri-Tip 
Guy, is not on this list, he informed us he is relocating his 
barbecue venture north to Oregon in May.) 


Sammy’s BBQ & Catering 

For a Polynesian twist on barbecue, check out Sammy’s 
BBQ & Catering (1709 Fifth St., Eureka). Sammy moved 
its operations from King Salmon to Eureka in November 
of 2016. There you'll find treasures like slow-roasted kalua 
pulled pork and marinated teriyaki chicken. Tender tri-tip 
and St. Louis-style ribs are also popular items. Owner Sam- 
my Vainuku says its rotisserie method of cooking over an

open pit of mesquite and black oak is the secret to tender 
and smoky meats. It’s also earned them local awards. Side 
dishes shine: The potato salad has just the right amount 
of mayo, the macaroni salad is old-school and the pineap- 
ple coleslaw is crisp, tangy and faintly sweet. Locals love 
the chop suey — the glossy, soy-sauce rice noodles with 
diced veggies. Barbecue is served on sandwiches ($10, in- 
cludes one meat topped with one side) and plate specials 
(one or two meats plus two sides $11, $13). If you have 
a sweet tooth, and if it’s not sold out, try the pineapple 
upside down cake. 


101 Barbecue Steakhouse 


101 Barbecue Steakhouse (1134 Fifth St., Eureka) 
opened its doors in August of 2016. Owner Leticia Ar- 
teaga formerly ran Gonzalez Mexican Restaurant out of 
the same location but switched gears last summer and 
brought on Crescent City barbecue caterer Keith Owns- 
bey to head up the new operation. The kitchen is now 
smoking up barbecue low and slow. Customer favor- 
ites are the fall-off-the-bone, St. Louis-style ribs (a half 
rack is $15.99 for dinner but on Thursdays catch the $10 
Half Rack Special) and the hefty pulled meat sandwich- 
es served on toasted ciabatta buns. Try the pulled tri-tip 
sandwich with melted Swiss and grilled onions ($14.99) 
for something new or stick with the traditional pulled 
pork with coleslaw ($12.95). Here, the staff serves up 
from-scratch standard sides but the potato salad with 
sweet relish is more special. Check out the daily $5 Meal 
Deals (on Mondays, snag two pulled pork sliders plus one 
cold side and fries; on Fridays it’s pulled tri-tip sliders). 


Shamus T Bones 


If you fancy a hunter’s lodge ambiance and a lovely 
view of Humboldt Bay, Shamus T Bones (1911 Truesdale 
St., Eureka) may be your spot. The big, wide-open restau- 
rant is resplendent with décor from fireplaces to antler 
chandeliers to mounted animal heads peering from the 
walls. Shamus has an extensive menu but the ribs are re- 
ally what it’s known for. The St. Louis ribs are tender, 
nicely smoked, charred and finished with a sweet glaze. 
The three-rib appetizer at $6.99 is a deal, and a half slab 
runs $17.99. Customers also like the tender Texas brisket 
(sandwich $16.99/plate $19.99) and Carolina pulled pork 
sandwich ($15.99/plate $17.99). A bonus here is the full 
bar with local beers on tap. This place is a little spendy 
but during happy hour Monday through Friday, score the 
rib appetizer and a beer for $10. 


Porter Street Barbeque 


Porter Street Barbeque (605 Broadway, Eureka) has 
been feeding Humboldtians for more than two decades. 
Its custom-built, mammoth grill out back is fired up sev- 
en days a week. Scott and Sherry Seelye run the fami- 
ly-owned and operated restaurant that’s near and dear to 
locals. Customers line up for the tri-tip or chicken sand- 
wiches ($7.99 to $11.79). Also on the menu are pork ribs 
(half slab $12.99) and beef ribs (single $4.59/slab $24.99). 
The meats are seasoned with a secret dry rub of “love” 
and grilled over oak. Porter Street’s side “Homemade Fix- 
ins” ($3.89), include coleslaw, macaroni salad and potato 
salad. The side of chili is a good bet with plenty of beans, 
bits of smoky meat and a little kick. +

A day ina taco truck

he smell of thinly sliced and sea- 
i soned carne asada as it is thrown 
onto a flat top grill fills the narrow 
space between the stainless steel walls. Oil 
sputters as French fries are lowered into 
the deep fryer before being piled on a large 
flour tortilla. The sizzling asada, handfuls 
of Monterey jack cheese, beans and guaca- 
mole are layered on top before the tortilla 
is tucked and rolled into a California burri- 
to from Los Giles Taqueria. 

Los Giles Taqueria is a family owned 
taco truck situated near the intersection of 
G and 1oth streets in Arcata, across from 
Coldwell Banker. Burritos, tacos, quesadil- 
las, tortas — one order after another, the 
orders come in. Osvaldo Hernandez, shirt 
tucked with his hair slicked back under a 
hairnet, smiles and does what he loves for 
the customers waiting to eat his food. 

Hernandez moved to the states from 
Tlaxcala, Mexico, at the age of 18 and 
has worked in kitchens his entire life. He 
worked at Rico’s Tacos Taqueria for 10 
years before deciding to venture out on his 
own. 

“T began as a kitchen helper and I have 
done just about everything in the kitchen,” 
Hernandez says. “But you know I just got 
tired of always following someone else’s 
recipe. I decided it was time to follow my 
own.” 

If you think starting and operating a 
food truck is easy, you are incorrect. It 
means 12-hour days, constantly on your 
feet, with just few breaks to use the re- 
stroom or get a quick bite. Then you only 
get a couple hours of sleep before you have 
to wake up and do it all over again. Don’t 
forget the time needed to run other er- 
rands and shop for supplies. Add it up and 
24 hours just does not seem like enough 
time. 

“Tt really is a lot of work, a lot,” Hernan- 
dez says. “You don’t just buy a truck, drive 
out to a spot and start cooking, it takes 
time.” 

The day begins at the Foodworks Culi- 
nary Center, a community rental kitchen. 
The kitchen doors swing open. Hernandez, 
his wife Esmeralda and his brother Omar 
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unload boxes of onions, tomatoes, avocados and 40 pounds 
of fresh meat out of the back of the family’s Ford Excursion. 
As Osvaldo begins to season and prepare the meat, Esmer- 
alda chops up the ingredients for the salsa. Outside, Omar 
checks the trucks generator and makes sure it is ready for 
the night ahead. 

“T get here [kitchen] at about 5 pm each day to get ready 
for the night,” Hernandez says. “They charge us by the hour 
so I try to be out as fast as possible.” 

On the stove top, beans and rice are bubbling. The team 
packs Jarritos, Mexican Colas and water bottles into coolers 
with ice. After about three hours of preparation, the truck is 
finally ready to be loaded. 

The meat, ingredients, salsas, refreshments and eating 
utensils are placed on a cart and rolled out to the parking 
lot where the black truck with a giant Aztec calendar stencil 
and gold “Los Giles Taqueria” lettering awaits. 

Before heading out, Hernandez fires up the truck and 
cooks his family a quick meal right in the parking lot. He 
slices tortas in half and lavishes them with butter. He cooks 
up carne asada and tosses it on the bread along with cheese, 
onions and cilantro, followed by salsa, guacamole and sour 
cream. A torta for Osvaldo, another for Esmeralda and then 
some tacos to be shared by his children at home. 

It’s 9 pm and music begins to play from the truck. Upon 
arrival, Los Giles is greeted by a line of eager customers 
waiting to eat their food. A young woman and her boyfriend, 
whom she’s teaching to speak Spanish, are the first to order. 
Hernandez puts together four asada tacos and a Califor- 
nia burrito, places them in brown boxes and hands them 
through the tiny window. The cold and rainy night seems to 
have little effect as the crowds get larger and larger. 

Lexee Hutchens, originally from San Diego, says this 
place reminds her of home. “I’ve only been here once before 
and it was on a Saturday,” Hutchens said. “There was, like, 
20 people waiting and no one seemed to mind it.” 

Osvaldo is on the grill and fryer to the left and Omar is 
taking orders and assembling the food to the right. Pivoting 
and dancing past each other, they manage the small kitchen 
space with no problem. “People believe it gets super crowd- 


ed inside these trucks but I actually like my cooking space,” 
Osvaldo says. “I’ve worked in smaller kitchens, so this is 
perfect for me.” 

You can see why many brick-and-mortar restaurants 
view these so-called “roach coaches” and “gut trucks” as 
big competition. “I have definitely felt the negative feed- 
back from some restaurants around here,” Hernandez said. 

“T am taking their business and they don’t like it.” The trucks 
can come and go as they please, following their clientele, as 
opposed to stationary restaurants whose customers must 
come to them. 

“Food comes in first through your eyes,” Hernandez says. 

“T enjoy letting people see me make their food and I enjoy 
the close interactions I get to have with my customers.” 

Carlos Sanchez, a frequent customer, orders two flautas 
and a quesadilla. He says he enjoys the camaraderie he has 
established with Osvaldo and Omar. “I miss these guys on 
Mondays,” Sanchez said. “The food is not only delicious, it 
always comes with a smile.” 

Just when you start to think the action is winding down 
and time to pack up and go home, boom! The 2 am wave of 
bar patrons hits. The smell of beer and tequila wafts toward 
the truck. There are groups of stumbling friends holding 
each other up, designated drivers happy the night is over. 
The line wraps and zigzags through the five-car parking lot. 
Following the alcohol-filled bar patrons come the bartend- 
ers. “I’ll trade you a beer for a taco,” one of them offers. 

“Our hours say 3 AM but sometimes we keep going until 
all the meat is out,” Hernandez says. “I end up getting home 
at like § or 6 AM some days.” 

After what seems like an eternity, the day is finally over. 
With sweat beading, food stains on his shirt and a smile on 
his face, Osvaldo begins to scrub the grill and pack every- 
thing up. The night seems to go from chaotic and alive to 
quiet and calm as the final customer finishes his last taco. 

“Not too busy today, huh,” Osvaldo says to Omar. It makes 
you wonder what it’s like when they’re slammed. The truck 
is tidied and driven back to the kitchen where it will be fully 
cleaned in the morning. A few hours of sleep and then it’s 
back to the kitchen for the Hernandez brothers. +
